Such 
a complicated subject as farm re- 
lief may get through if the leaders 
can agree on a measure that repre- 
sents a compromise; but

been impossible under- the Coolidge 
regime and unless Mr. Coolidge gets 
hebind It the chances are .against 
such a compromise at the short ses- 
sion.

the privilege of adopting zoning ordi- 
nances to control buildings within 
their boundaries, it was unanimously 
decided by the county board at Mon- 
day afternoon's session.

after the county ordinance. He ex- 
plained that the zoning law does not 
affect any town until the town board 
of that place adopts the measure. 
The zoning law also does not affect 
cities or villages in the county as 
these have the right to set up in- 
dividual ordinances of their own de- 
sign.

The zoning ordinance provides for 


"A" and "B" residence districts, lo- 
cal business 
districts, agricultural 


districts, heavy - industrial districts 
and unrestricted districts. 


The law also specifies the kind of 


buildings permitted in each district. 


Last spring the county board ad- 


jpted the set back line ordinances 


that no buildings on fed- 


or state trunk highways shall be 


than 85 feet to the' center of 


oad, and on county trunk or 
highways, closer than 70 feet 


to the center of the road. This af- 
fects only new structures. 


Maps of the various towns, show- 


ing the set back line for each, were 
presented at this 
session of the 


board. So far only the town of Grand 
Chute has adbpted the set oaek line 
ordinance "but other towns are con- 
sidering- it. The maps presented at 
this session w$re distributed to the 
Tarious town chairmen -nho will give 
them to the town boards. 


Violations of the set back line or- 


dinance are punishable by fine of not 
less than ?10 or more than $200, to- 
gether with costs of the action, and 
in default of payment of the fine, im- 
prisonment in the county jail for a 
period of not less than one day or 
more 4±ian six • months or until the 
fine and costs are paid. Each day 
that a violation is permitted to exist 
constitutes a separate offense. The 
same penalties are provided for vio- 
lations of the zoning ordinance.

from certain parts of the continent, 


\ 
the U. S Department of Agriculture 
has decided to make up for this loss 
by increasing the 
use of rabbit 


skins, the value of the meat is also 
becoming more thoroughly appre- 
ciated. 


More than a hundred million rab- 


bit skins are used in the United 
State every year, all but two per 
cent of which are imported. 
The 


rabbit breeders of this country are 
anxious to get a larger part of this 
trade and are planning to make full 
use of the valuable information the 
government is sure to secure at its 
new station. 


PUT TO MANY USES 


About half of these skins 
are 


dressed, dyed and made into fur 
garments and trimmings. The poor- 
er grades are converted into felt to 
be made into men's hats. Lining for 
gloves and the manufacture of glue 
are samples of the many other 
uses. 


Pelts of the wild cottontail rab- 


bits and of the wild hares common- 
ly called pack rabbits are thin and 
poor in quality and of practically no 
use to the furrier. Every domestic 
rabbit skin, however, with the ex- 
ception of those from the Angora, 
has commercial fur value regardless 
of size or color. 


Angora pelts have long silky wool 


instead of fur and are worthless for 
furrier's purposes. The wool is used 
by some foreign concerns in making 
yarns and fabrics, but there is little 
demand for it in the United States. 


A large skin is more valuable 


than a small one and some colors 
bring better prices than others. The 
most 
important 
considerations, 


however, are the quality and tex- 
ture of the fur and the care given 
the pelt. White, red and blue skins, 
in the order named, sell more read- 
ily than others.
